College  works  to 
maintain  budget

Despite  a decrease  in  stu- 
dent enrollment  Avila  has 
managed  to  maintain  nearly 
the  same  budget  level  in  its 
general  fund  that  it  had  last 
year. 

The  one  level  the  school 
did  increase  its  aid  was  in  fi- 
nancial aid  awarded  to  stu- 
dents. That  amount  was  in- 
creased $140,000. 

Avila  has  maintained  the 
level  through  several  meth- 
ods 

First  and  foremost  the  tui- 
tion was  raised  last  year  for 
full  and  part-time  students. 
Tuition  accounts  for  nearly 
75%  of  the  $5.4  million  bud- 
get. 

To  keep  expenditures  down 
a campus  wide  salary  freeze 
was  instituted  for  all  college 
employees.  Along  with  this 
has  gone  a campus  wide  hir- 
ing freeze.  Only  positions 
that  are  essential  to  the  run- 


ning of  the  campus  will  be 
filled  if  a vacancy  occurs,  ac- 
cording to  Business  Manager 
Bill  Lovell. 

Lovell  went  on  to  say  that 
while  this  keeps  that  area  of 
the  budget  level,  the  school  is 
constantly  fighting  other 
areas  over  which  it  does  not 
have  control.  The  biggest 
area  of  which  is  rising  utility 
costs.  He  said  that  is  one  area 
they  can  not  control. 

The  budget  each  year  is 
drawn  up  by  President  Sister 
Olive  Louise,  Dean  of  Stu- 
dents Lynn  Cupkie.  Dean  of 
Academics  Richard  Scott 
and  Business  Manager  Lovell. 
After  it  is  drawn  up  the  Presi- 
dent presents  it  to  the  Board 
of  Trustees  for  final  approval. 

Initial  work  on  next  year's 
budget  has  already  started. 
Of  primary  interest  to  stu- 
dents IS  the  full-time  tuition 
which  is  set  to  increase  only 
$75  a semester, 


Fee  Board 
freezes  budgets

Avila  agencies  funded  by 
the  student  activity  fee  were 
asked  earlier  this  semester  to 
voluntarily  reduce  their  bud- 
get allocations.  A decrease  in 
full-time  enrollment  necessi- 
tated a 14.5%  deficit  in  the  fee 
board  budget. 

However,  the  cutbacks  pro- 
posed by  the  agencies  were 
not  enough  to  cancel  the 
deficit.  Therefore,  the  stu- 
dent activity  Fee  Board  is 
freezing  all  agency  budgets, 
until  further  notice,  to  75%  of 
the  reduced  budgets  that  the 
agencies  submitted. 


According  to  a letter  sent 
to  fee  funded  agencies,  "At 
the  end  of  the  first  semester, 
the  board  will  review  fee  ex- 
penditures and  Identify 
spending  patterns  As  soon 
as  the  second  semester  in- 
come IS  known,  the  board  will 
re-evaluate  allocations  for 
second  semester  fee  distri- 
bution " 

"This  'wait  and  see’  stand 
the  Fee  Board  has  adopted, 
hopefully,  will  result  in  a sur- 
plus due  to  careful  spending 
to  ensure  a balanced  fee 
budget” 


SGA;  accomplishing  numerous  tasks

Many  positive  changes 
have  been  occurring  in  Avila's 
Student  Government  Organ- 
ization. For  the  first  time  in 
four  years  the  organization 
has  a full  senate  of  student 
representatives  from  each 
academic  department 

"For  the  first  time  in  four 
years  we  have  a full  senate 
where  senators  are  fulfilling 
their  roles."  SGA  President 
Shawn  Merys  said  "Hope- 
fully we  can  continue  to  ac- 
complish this  task  giving 
feedback  to  the  students  and 
actualizing  our  partnership 
with  staff,  faculty,  and  admin- 
istration '■ 

The  senate  has  been  busy 


drawing  up  a final  draft  of  the 
new  constitution  and  formu- 
lating an  evaluation  commit- 
tee to  select  The  Teacher  of 
the  Year.’  SGA  has  also  pro- 
posed the  idea  of  giving  the 
students  in  science  related 
majors  the  option  of  obtain- 
ing a bachelor  of  science  or  a 
bachelor  of  arts  degree 
The  senate  is  responsible 
for  discussing  several  topics 
of  student  interest  during  the 
course  of  the  semester.  Be- 
cause of  student  interest. 
SGA  has  been  exploring  the 
possibilities  of  mailing  final 
grades  It  was  discussed 
whether  or  not  the  practice  of 
handing  out  mid-term  grades 


should  be  continued.  The 
senate  felt  that  the  grades  aid 
the  students  acting  as  a pro- 
gress report  It  was  brought 
up  that  It  would  be  beneficial 
for  the  grades  to  be  given  out 
as  early  as  possible  instead  of 
waiting  until  the  latter  part  of 
the  semester 

The  executive  committee 
and  senators  have  also  dis- 
cussed the  pros  and  cons  of 
mandatory  advising  during 
registration  It  was  felt  that 
mandatory  advising  will  as- 
sist in  assuring  graduation 
and  minor  degree  require- 
ments and  act  as  protection 
to  the  students  The  group 
questioned  the  need  for  this 


type  of  advising  for  students 
taking  elective  courses  and 
those  who  have  a clear  cut 
understanding  of  degree  re- 
quirements. Many  also  saw  a 
difficulty  in  finding  a mutual 
convenient  time  to  meet  with 
an  advisor. 

An  additional  topic  for  dis- 
cussion has  been  the  English 
Proficiency  Test  The  senate 
felt  that  the  exam  was  neces- 
sary. althouth  the  require- 
ments for  this  test  should  be 
changed 

As  Avila’s  Twentieth  Anni- 
versary approaches.  SGA 
wants  to  become  a part  of 
this  celebration  as  a repre- 
sentation of  the  students 


Possible  activities  include  a 
hot  air  balloon  ride,  raffle  for 
the  endowment  fund,  a col- 
lege float  in  the  St.  Patrick’s 
Day  Parade,  and  a page  in  the 
anniversary  book  tracing  the 
history  and  changes  of  SGA

Federal  Social  Security: 

A plan  for  the  future? 

The  Social  Security  Administration  predicts  that  the  retire- 
ment fund  will  run  dry  by  1984  The  dependability  of  the 
forty-four  year  old  program  is  threatened  by  parasites  who 
live  off  It 

Originally  the  program  was  to  provide  a supplemental  in- 
come Somewhere  in  the  past  years  since  1937.  however,  the 
word  "supplemental"  has  all  but  become  obsolete.  Those 
protesting  the  loudest  about  social  security  cuts  are  those 
who  consider  it  their  total  income  The  term  "supplementar 
needs  to  be  introduced  into  these  peoples’  vocabulary. 

Also,  the  program  was  originally  to  provide  benefits  for  only 
the  retired  No  longer  is  that  true  According  to  C/.S.  A/ewsand 
World  Report  (June  7.  1982).  thirty-six  million  Americans  re- 
ceive social  security  benefits  The  benefits  it  now  provides 
are  for  a variety  of  people  Survivor’s  benefits  are  for  the 
spouse,  children  and  elderly  dependent  parents  of  a worker 
who  dies.  In  addition,  there  are  disability  payments  that 
provide  a worker  who  is  physically  or  mentally  disabled  and 
unable  to  work  for  an  extended  period  of  time  with  money. 
These  payments  may  also  be  provided  for  his  spouse  and 
children.  The  social  security  program  also  provides  hospital 
insurance  for  those  over  sixty-five.  but  this  has  been  extended 
to  include  people  receiving  disability  payments  for  twenty- 
four  months.  Lastly,  there  are  retirement  benefits  for  those 
over  sixty-five  The  benefits  are  also  provided  for  the  spouse 
and  children  of  a retiree 

Social  Security  should  be  based  on  an  equal  balance  of  give 
and  take  If  the  program  is  to  survive  this  balance  will  have  to 
be  controlled

Who  helps  you  after  you’ve 
locked  your  keys  in  your 
Residence  Hall  room?  Who 
gives  you  a band-aid  when 
you  cut  yourself?  Who  sup- 
plies kleenex  when  you  miss 
home?  Your  R.A  , that’s  who. 

According  to  the  Resi- 
dence Halls  Handbook  "the 
Resident  Assistants  are  seen 
as  resident  educators,  assist- 
ing the  resident  students  to 
achieve  their  full  potential  by 
helping  them  create  a living 
environment  which  is  condu- 
cive to  intellectual,  social, 
cultural  and  personal  growth. 
It  is  their  responsibility  to  be 
attuned  and  responsive  to 
students’  needs  and  con- 
cerns’’ That’s  a pretty  hefty 
role  to  fill  Fortunately,  Avila's 
R A.’s  do  their  best  to  fulfill 
their  positions. 

During  a typical  day  an  R. 
A goes  on  duty  at  7 00  or  8 00 
p.m  for  a period  of  twenty- 
four  hours.  He  or  she  is  re- 


quired to  be  on  campus  all 
day  and  spend  the  night  in 
the  dorm  on  his  or  her  as- 
signed day  Through  the  eve- 
ning the  R.A.  must  make 
rounds  through  the  building 
to  check  security  and  be  sure 
It’s  relatively  silent  during 
quiet  hours. 

There’s  a long,  involved 
process  in  becoming  an  R.A 
First,  each  completes  an  ap- 
plication of  approximately 
fifteen  pages.  Then,  the  ap- 
plicants are  interviewed  by 
that  year’s  Resident  Assist- 
ants and  the  members  of 
Residence  Hall  Government. 

They  are  also  interviewed 
by  the  Resident  Director,  her 
assistant,  and  the  Director  of 
Student  Life.  Next,  they  at- 
tend a workshop  where  they 
do  role-playing  and  see  how 
they  would  work  together  as 
a team.  Finally,  they  are  in- 
formed in  the  late  spring  if 


they  were  chosen 

The  R.A.’s  must  arrive  a 
week  before  school  starts. 
They  ‘‘cram’’  about  effective 
listening,  first  aid,  mainte- 
nance and  emergencies. 
They  meet  the  staffs  of  the 
different  departments,  and, 
also,  have  a dinner  with  the 
Sisters  who  live  on  campus  to 
become  better  acquainted.

Avila  tames  Lindenwood  4-1; 
advances  to  area  playoffs

The  role  of  Goliath  It  is  a 
role  that  Avila’s  soccer  teams 
have  been  unaccustomed  to 
playing  in  their  six-year  exist- 
ence 

Despite  this  they  reversed 
the  usual  roles  to  slay  a 
"David " in  Lindenwood  Col- 
lege to  win  their  first  ever 
District  16  Championship. 
The  Avalanche  used  a diverse 
offense  to  capture  a 4-1  vic- 
tory and  advance  to  the  area 
championships. 

Results  of  the  area  champ- 
ionship were  not  available  at 
press  time.  Avila  was  to  play 
the  winner  of  the  John  Brown 
University  - Benedictine 
game.  The  winner  of  the  area 
championship  will  have  ad- 
vanced to  the  NAIA  National 
Soccer  Championships  which 
will  be  held  November  22-27 
in  Wichita  Falls,  Texas. 

Avila  advanced  to  the  dis- 
trict finals  by  silencing  Mis- 
souri Southern  6-1  The  Lin- 
denwood Lions  advanced  by 
upsetting  Avila's  crosstown 
rivals,  Rockhurst.  3-1.  Rock- 
hurst  had  won  the  District  16 
title  the  nine  previous  years 

The  Goliath  role  began  this 
season  when  Avila  upended 
Quincy,  the  defending  na- 
tional champions.  It  grew 


from  a supporting  role  into  a 
leading  role  with  a victory 
over  Rockhurst.  As  the  role 
grew  so  did  the  billing  As  the 
regular  season  drew  to  an 
end,  the  game's  followers 
found  Avila  resting  in  the  No 
2 spot  in  the  NAIA  National 
rankings 

With  such  credentials  it  is 
easy  to  understand  why  Avila 
was  the  favorite  entering  the 
championship  game  Once 
the  game  started  though  they 
were  forced  to  lay  their  cre- 
dentials aside  and  once  more 
prove  their  worth  on  the 
soccer  feld 

Matt  Tierney  put  Avila  on 
the  scoreboard  first  when  he 
drove  in  a pass  from  Craig 
Kasten,  directly  in  front  of  the 
Lindenwood  goal.  The  score 
came  with  28  minutes  left  in 
the  first  half.  The  Lions  held 
the  Avalanche  at  that  margin 
until  5 minutes  were  left  in  the 
period. 

Neil  Kelly  and  Mike  Auck 
then  scored  goals  less  than 
two  minutes  apart  to  give  the 
Avalanche  a 3-0  lead  at  half- 
time Scott  Huber  and  Craig 
Westbrook  were  awarded  the 
assists  on  the  goals. 

Midway  through  the  sec- 
ond half  Lindenwood  nar- 
rowed the  gap  when  they 
scored  on  a scramble  in  front 
of  Avila's  goal  Minutes  later 
though  their  hopes  of  upset- 
ting Avila  left  when  their  sec- 
ond player  of  the  game  was 
ejected  for  flagrant  fouls. 

Neil  Madigan  scored  the 
game’s  final  goal  with  an  as- 
sist from  Larry  Larson. 

All-American  Joe  Schrick 
led  the  Avalanche  into  the 
championshp  game  with  a 
three-goal  performance  a- 
gainst  Missouri  Southern  His 
goals  left  him  with  a total  of 
30  for  the  season, 

Madigan  put  his  team  on 
top  in  the  first  half  when  he 
scored  off  a pass  from  Kasten 
that  rebounded  off  a Missouri 
Southern  player  Following 
that  score  Schrick  scored  the 
next  two  with  assists  from 
Kelly  on  both  goals.  Kelly, 
with  an  assist  from  Scott 


Huber,  then  stepped  into  the 
scorer's  role  to  give  Avila  a 
4-1  advantage 

After  Schrick’s  third  goal, 
Huber  scored  on  a penalty 
kick  to  give  his  team  an  insur- 
mountable 6-0  lead.  The  de- 
fense lost  their  chance  for 
their  fourth  shutout  in  a row 
when  Southern  scored  with 
13  41  left  in  the  game. 

The  defense's  three  straight 
shutouts  came  at  the  regular 
season's  end  Avila  shutout 
Benedictine  3-0,  Tarkio  5-0, 
and  Creighton  2-0. 

Scoring  goals  in  those 
games  were  Schrick  (5), 
Westbrook  (3),  Kasten  and 
Larson.  Scoring  assists  were 
Tom  Zahner  (3).  Larson.  Ma- 
digan. Tierney.  Roberts  and 
Westbrook. 

Avila's  current  record  with 
their  win  over  Lindenwood  is 
15-3-1  In  their  19  games  they 
have  outscored  their  oppo- 
nents 81-15.  The  defense  has 
posted  8 shutouts  in  the  15 
victories.
